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It la perfectly certain that the 
coloaaal spread of dental decay In 
all classes of the population carries 
with It a great danger to public 
health, and tliia fact cannot be em- 
phasized too often and too loudly. 
The neglect of the teeth Is perhaps 
one of the earliest most immediate 
and most far-reaching causes of dis- 
ease. a fact which alone should urge 
the advisability of making dental 
hygiene a matter of public Instruc- 
tion. 

Nowhere do human beings congre- 
gate more closely and constantly 
than In the school room, and no- 
where can contagious diseases be 
more easily propagated. Light and 
air and cleanllneaa of face, hands 
and apparel on the part of children 
are now considered Indispensable 
requirements In nearly every public 
school throughout the country. 

But the fact Is utterly disregarded 
that a single unclean mouth, de- 
spite all superficial precautions, may 
vitiate the atmosphere of a school 
room and become fruitful source of 
disease. Professor Miller, of Berlin, 
estimates that there are one billion 
one hundred and forty million (!,• 
140.0U0.0U0) germs In an unclean 
mouth, many of them pathogenic, 
that Is. disease producing If this 
be true, then there is 24 inches of 
exposed surface to a mouth, in a 
school room of 40 children thst 
would make 960 square Inches, al- 



most six square feet. Huppoxe there 
was an opening of a sewer In each 
of our school rooms of six square 
feet, throwing out all sorts of dis- 
ease producing germs, such as tuber- 
culosis. diphtheria, pneumonia and 
scarlet fever, four diseases most 
fatal to the youth of our laud, we 
believe the parents would he the 
first to Die a complaint and go be- 
fore the board of health and de- 
mand that something be done. And 
yet these are facts that almost 90 
per cent of our school children have 
defective teeth. 

In Louisville in the examination 
of the teeth of one of their public 
schools, "Twelfth Ward School. 
West End," out of 1,364 children 
examined 639 never used a tooth- 
brush. 1,042 children had cavities 
in their teeth. Could give you more, 
but this is a fair average all over 
the city. 

In Cleveland, O.. one of the 
schools, out of 1,800 children ex- 
amined, only 400 had good teeth. 
This Is a fair average, for spare for- 
bids more. 

Now how about our own city— 
Paducah* Will you find conditions 
any better? Not at ali. Perhaps 
worse. All the fresh air you can 
force into a school room by the 
latest ventilating apparatus will 
only dilute the fetid odor, so long 
as 40 or 60 unkept mouths are ex- 
haling the products of decomposi- 
tion. -^-Contributed.

tliau tbla. aa tbe larger lambs bring 
better prices ns breeders In tbe fait. 
In order to have tbe ewea couie In beat 
ns tteurly the same time na possible a 
plnn known as "flushing” Is often used. 
Tbla consists In taking tbem from a 
rutber poor (mature and turning them 
Into a luxuriant growth of rape or 
some other good forage. A little grulu, 
say one-hnlf pound a day per bend, 
should also be given. Oats and bran, 
wltb a little oilmeal added, make one 
of tbe best rations for the ram during 
tbe breeding aensou. lie should be 
given all be will clean up wbeu iu 
heavy service. 

Winter Care. 

During tbe winter the ewes should 
be fed on a ration of oats and bran, 
with perhaps a little corn added. 
Clover bay Is one of the best forms of 
roughage. A little silage will add suc- 
culence to the ration, but it should 
not be fed in very large quantities. 
Hoots are also good for this pur|H.se 
Exercise Is essential. A winter pas 
ture over which the ewes can ruu 
will provide this, but they should not 
be made to depend on this pasture for 
any eouslderable portion of tbelr feed. 
Sheep can stand a great deal of cold 
if tbelr fleece does not become wet. A 
dry. well bedded shod, open on tbe 
south, is tbe best sort of winter pro- 
tection. 

Just before lambing the wool on tbe 
flnnks and udders should lie clipped. A 
little oilmeal should be added to tbe 
ration for two or three weeks prior 
to lambing. Many of the newly born 
lambs will have to be asslst<4l to stand 
up and suck, after which they will 
usually be able to take care of them- 
selves. In cold weather lambs aru 
liable to wander away from tbelr 
mothers and get chilled. Tbe l>eat way 
to save a chilled lauib is to put it In 
wurm water for half an hour. It 
should be thoroughly dried before put- 
tiug it buck in the pen. 

Tbe lambs should be wenned when 
they are from three to four months old. 
This Is a critical time iu tbelr life, aa 
a check In growth will give parasites 
a chance to get a start. It Is u go<sl 
plan to have a fresh pasture of clover 
or rape to put the lambs In at this 
time. Itape and clover mixed and 
sown with oats make excellent fall 
pasture after tbe oats are harvested. 
Another way of getting good fall feed 
for lambs Is to sow rape In the corn at 
the last cultivation. Tbe lambs will 
eat the rn|a\ Weeds and lower leaves 
of tbe com. leaving the Held In ex- 
cellent shape for busking without In- 
juring the corn to any extent. The 
lauilsi should be ducked and castrated 
while young. 

Feeding the Lambe. 

The lamlis should be taught to eat 
tiefore weaning, and a small ration of 
grain should lie fed from that time on. 
There Is no belter feed for lambs than 
oats. When the lambs are on clover 
pasture half tbe grain ration may be 
made of com. As a general rule It ta 
tietter to avoid the holiday rush and 
market the lambs later In tbe season 
with a better finish. As soon ns they 
are off pasture the grain should lie in- 
creased until they are getting all they 
will eat. Corn and elover hay make 
one of the liest rations for rationing 
sheep. Before putltug'the lamlm Into 
tbe feed lot a few of the best ewes 
should In* sorted out to replenish the 
flock. All unprofitable ewes or those 
that are getting old should be stmt up 
and fattened as soon ns the lambs are 
weaned. Plenty of salt should In* pro- 
vided for tbe sheep during tbe fatten- 
ing period ns well ns at nil other times 
of year Salt Is more necessary to 
sheep titan to any other class of stock. 
Sheep are not very heavy drinkers, but 
they do nets) some water, and a snpply 
should be provided at all times. 

Many feeders make a practice of 
buying western lambs on the innrket 
nnd feeding them through the winter. 
If good stuff cau be bought at right

U NDER favorable conditions the 
sheep Is ono of tbe most 
profitable kinds of live stock 
that can be raised. Tbe first 
essential to auccess In this buaUiess ta 
a liking for It. Tbe second Is a proper 
location. Sheep kept on low (matures 
liecomo wormy or affected with foot 
rot nnd are seldom profitable. 

Sheep are able to use large amounts 
of rocgli feed that would othrrwlac go 
to waste, making economleal gains on 
feed that tbe other animals of (he 
farm will not touch. They arc espe- 
cially good for cleaning up weedy 
land. 

There Is no better method of ridding 
n weed Infested field of tbe crop which 
renders it worthless for agricultural 
pur|ioses than to turn It over to the 
lender mercies of a flock of sheep. It 
matters little what a(>eclea of weed bag 
obtained the supremacy; It Is doomed 
to extinction. 

The Mutton Type. 

For producing high class mutton 
Shropshire's and Southdowtis are large- 
ly used They are t he most perfect 
repreaontatlvea of the mutton typo, 
but are sometimes criticised beenuuo 
of tbelr small slxe and consequent lack 
of capacity for rough feed.

This Is much the same as the meat 
t v(s* In other animals They should 
ta* broad, deep and fnlrlv long, with 
gtaal spring of rib nnd broad, well rov 
ered buck and loin The rump should 
ta* long nnd tbe hind legs well mealed 
both Inside and out. as this, together 
with the back and loin. Is the moat 
valunble part of the sheep. The qual 
tty should ta* go, a), as aliown in title 
head and tame. The ronstltutlnii 
should ta* good, as shown by depth of 
cheat, large nostrils and width between 
the fore legs. 

Good quality of wool Is shown by n 
close, even crimp. The wool should la* 
dense on all parts of the body, (t should 
not be harsh, and the flla-r should be 
strong and not easily broken. There 
should be no dead hnlrs In the wool 
Sheep are often trimmed so as to sp- 
|a-ar much wider nnd bloekler than 
they renlly are. The only way to tell 
the real form of n trimmed sheep t« 
by touch. In going over a sheep with 
the hands do not dig Into the wool 
with the fingers, thus tearing It npnrt 
and lessening the value of the fleece, 
but feel with tbe (minis of the out 
stretched hand. In buying ewes he 
sure to examine their mouths carefully. 

Ewes that are “down in the mouth"— 
that la. that are oo old that their teeth 
are worn down to the gums— are a los 
lug proposition. 

Handling Brssding Shsep. 

When ewes are bought of a brecdo" 
they will usually ta* bred. In raising 
lambs for market on any considerable 
scale ewes bought on the general mar- 
ket are a good deal cheaper, nt»l very 
go<al results can ta* obtained If mated 
to a good, pure tired ram. The same 
points of form spoken of In connection 
with the ewe should bo l<a>k**d after 
In selecting the rntu. In addition, he 
slionld show masculinity tn n strong 
head, thick nock nnd large chest. Ills 
legs should bo strong. es|>eclally In the 
pasterns, and he should not tie over- 
fat Tbe ratn should be from a strain 
of profitable producers. 

Where a ram lamb Is used ff>r serv- 
ice fifteen or twenty ewes are ns 
litany as he cau well handle. It Is 
better nnd more profitable to use a 
more mature sire. A yearling can 
serve thirty to forty cars and an old 
ram sixty when they nre left to run 
with the flock all tbe time. A better 
plnn Is to turn the ram tu with the 
ewea for a short tlfrn*. only ut morning 
and night, keeping him In a (ten by 
himself the rest of tho time. In this 
way the rain can serve double tbe 
number of ewes. It is n good ('Inn to 
stuear the ram’s breast with point be- 
fore turning him out with the ewes. 

Then after he Is taken out a brief 
glance will show Just which ewes have 
been bred. These can be marked with 
"ar tags or paint and the data of serv- 
ice recorded. These ewes should be 
kept iu a pen by themselves for u few 
days until the period of heat ts over.
